af from one Nation to another People, ſeeking ref# and finding 
none; and thine Enemies were great and many, and thou waſt di. 
e in all thou undertookeſt, and thou couldeſt not profper, 
At was there u reaſonable ground of Hope a8 to Man, that ever thy 
lement ſhould return, eipecially ſo as it is now, and ſo ſoon as 
, and ſo great and large as now, even beyond the Glory of thy 
Mozenirors; yet this the Lord did for thee when thou waſt /ow,
